‘There {8 no
denial of the fact that for the past
gencration, and especlally since the
Spanish-American war projected this
country Into the froat rank of world
powers, too little attention has been
pald to our army and navy. The
sentiment of the people of the Unlted
States Is always for peace, when
peace can be maintained and at the
same time the national honor pre-
served, but we might be forced into a
conflict not of our making and a fight
of large proportions foreed on us,

The president’'s program, which he
will recommend to congress for ac-
tlon, provides for the expenditure of
about $400,000,000. Secretary of War
Garrison's plans will call for an ad-
ditional $75,000,000, wo be used for In-
cr_eusing the regular army to 140,000
nen and the formation of a new con-
tinental army of 400,000 men. This
number with the militia strength of
125,000 would glve the United Slates
a total fighting force of 665,000 men,
an army that would certainly permit
us to be In a state of preparedness in
the event that another nation sought
to plek a quarrel with us,

In additlon to this program Mr.
Danlels, secretary of the navy, and his
board of advisors have plans for the
expenditure of half s billion dollars
covering o period of flve vears. 1If
thelr plan is carried out by sanctlon
of congress, it will add to the navy
ten new dreadnoughts, six batlle
crulsors, soventy submarines, fifty de-
stroyers, ten scout crufsers and o
large number of auxiliary vessels.

The recent critical tilt wiht Ger-
many over the violation of Amerlean
